SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT No. 1. 


Martin L. Orrerson, Committee. 


This school has been taught during the entire year by 
Miss Lilla O. Cressey, of Manchester. The district was 
fortunate in retaining the same teacher during three con- 
secutive terms. Miss Cressey is a good instructor, but 
does not keep as good order in school as we would like to 
see. 

This district maintains thirty weeks of school, divided 
into three terms. 


Pe ed NG: o 5 
Rosert B. Neat, Committee. 


The first term of twelve weeks was taught by Miss 
Ella F’. Barker, of Manchester. Miss Barker is at home 
in the school-room. We have never known of a better 
school being taught in this district. Miss B. resigned at 
the end of the first term to take a position in a graded 
school in Suncook. Our neighboring village is to be con- 
eratulated on sécuring so efficient a teacher. 

The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Maria 
A. Sanborn, of Franklin Falls. Miss S. gave the district 
two good schools, but was a trifle lax in discipline.

Miss W. needs to 
teach her scholars self-reliance; she is too much in the 
habit of assisting them over the rough places before they 
have tried for themselves.

GRAMMAR ScHuoot.—The first term was taught by 
Miss Clara I. Bickford, of Manchester, who has faithfully 
served this district for several years. We regret that fail- 
ing health compelled her to resign her position. May a 
kind Providence restore her to health again. 

The fall and winter terms have been taught by Miss 
Emma H. Perley, of Manchester. The school has not had 
that degree of prosperity under Miss Perley’s manage- 
ment that we could wish or that it deserves. The winter 
term has not yet closed. 


PrimMAaRY DEPARTMENT.—Miss Jennie B. Abbott, who 
has been a faithful instructor for nearly eight years in this 
school, has had the same success during the past year 
that has made her noted in years past. We have not 
words to express our high appreciation of Miss Abbott’s 
services in this school—long may she be retained here.

Miss Cora B. Durgin of Andover taught the summer 
term of six weeks. This was Miss Durgin’s first attempt 
at teaching, and a good beginning she made. With expe- 
rience, Miss D. will make an excellent teacher. Fall term 
of eight weeks was taught by Miss Brown, who gave as 
good 2 school in this ‘district as in No. 6. 

REMARKS. 

There are but few points that need mentioning in a School 
Report at this time. Our schools are in a good condition, 
considered us a whole, and still we could except one or 
two, and criticise to a considerable extent, were it best; 
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but these defects are so prominent that they need no spec- 
ial notice to be guarded against in the future. 

It can be truly said of our schools that we have an uni- 
formity of text-books, and we think a series that will 
compare favorably with the school books of any town in 
the State, and most of them have been formally adopted 
and recorded in the Town Clerk’s Office. 

We would recommend that more attention be given to 
Mental Arithmetic and Composition, the latter being es- 
pecially neglected. 

We have noticed with pleasure the manifest interest of 
the citizens of the several districts, by their attendance on 
the public examinations and from,the visiting lists of the 
several registers. 

At the commencement of the school year, as an incen- 
tive to constant attendance, your School Committee made 
4 promise to the scholars in the several districts that a 
“Roll of Honor” should be appended to the town report, 
and every scholar’s name be enrolled who had attended 
school for an entire term without an absence. As a result 
we have forty-seven names to record in this roll, some of 
whom have been during the entire year, others for two 
terms, and still others for a single term, all of which will 
be duly accredited to each of them.
